He was one of, the 
120 ‘Nanking professors who 
signed the recent appeal to 
President Chiang and Fao Tse- 
tung urging resumption of 
peace talks and political con- 
sultationa for the purpose of 
organiaating a’ coalition Gov-

New Trading 
Rules Get 
‘Yuan Approval : 


Nanking, November [9.- 

Regulations governing the 
new export-import link-system, 
intended as a measure to relax 
foreign exchange restrictlons, 
were approved by the Execu- 
five Yunn at o meeting today. 

The essential feature of the 
new regulations, “which are’ ex- 
pected to be announced in Shung- 
hal tomorvew, is known to pro- 
vide for the trunfer of foreign 
exchange allotinents between ex- 
porters ‘and importers through 
the Central, Bunk, but without 
reference to the official rate of 
exchange. 

Under this ruling, foreign ox~ 
change ‘obtnined by exporters 
shall be deposited in the Central 
Bonk against certificates of truns- 
fer, which will temaln yalid for 
u period of two months.” ——~ 

uring this period . exporters 
may transfer thelr forolgn ex- 
change’ deposits to 
the prevailing open market rntes 
without having to nblde -by- -the 
official - quotation. —Reuter-AAP, :

Serious Rift Among 


U.S. Factions 


On 


China Policy Reported 


_ Nanking, November 20. 

A sorious ‘rift has developed betwoon United States 
Novy and Air Force representatives in China 
on the one hand, and the Army. and the Stato 
Department on ‘the other regarding United 

States policy in this country in. the immediate 


futuro, reflecting a similar schism in Wash- 
ington, it was-roliably learned taday. 
The Embassy spokesman told United Press the re- 


ported rift dges not exist, adding State Depart- 
ment and armed services representatives here 
were all in agreement on United States policy 


toward China. 

But the reported conflict of 
opinion revolves around whe- 
ther there was still time — to 
save the tottering Nationalist 
rezime by all-out military aid 
plus a -‘no- punches pulled’_at~ 
titude in high level Washing- 
ton policy statements or whe- 
ther it was already too late to 
influence a decision in the 
Chinese civil war. 

An informed source here said 
the Navy feeling on this subject, 
personified by Vice Admiral Oscar 
F, Badger, commanding ,the West 
Pacific Fleet breed at * Tsingtao 
coincides with the Air Foree cons 
cent. 

Thelr conviction, which is 
shared by the Congressional 
group headed by Representative 
Walter Judd, is that China Is so 
vital to the anti-Communist na- 
tions that all efforts must be made 
without delay to bolster President 
Chiang Kat-shek and give him 
the badly needed shot tn the arm. 


Disaster To U.S. 


This reasoning Is based on the 
premise that President Chiang 
ig the only effective antl-Com- 
munist nucleus In China and his 
ouster to make way for a coall- 
tlon Government In which the 
Reds would call the tune would 
be a dlaaater of the first magnl- 
tude’ for Washington's blobal 
crusades to contain Communiam. 
On the other hand the Embassy. 

and Army, the latter represented 
by ‘Major General David G. Barr, 
‘commanding the Joint United 
States ‘Milltary Advisory Group, 
are sold to support the thesls lald 
down by tho Secretary of State, 
Mr. George Marshall, which In 
effect says It fs too late to save 
the day for the Nationalist; now 
and the United States must be 
prepared to ‘make the best of a 
bad bargain as far as China is 
concerned. :

Washington, November 20. 

Immediate, all-out American aid was re- 
commended by a special consultant of 
the U.S. Senate yesterday as the ‘only 
possible means of saving Nationalist 
China from the Communists. 

Former Senator D. Worth Clark, 
China, detailed a five-point programme for 
action which he said’ would cost the U.S. more 
than US$1,000,000,000 the first year .and 
US$600,000, 000 annually thereafter. 

“Piccemoal aid’ will no donger save failing China 


from the Communists, Mr. Clark declared. 
“It is now an all-out programme or none.”

He further reported a plan 
by President Chiang Kai-shek 
in these words: “Chino, said 
the president, must either have 
help or fall." 

Mr. Clark went to China last 
month for Republican Senator 
Styles Bridges,. chairman of the 
Senate Appropriation Committee.

The spokesman. for the crew 
said that if the Queen Elizabeth 
proceeded to Halifax, Nova Scotia; 
as other Cunarders have done, 
they would be breaking the 
longshoremen's strike which has 
onralysed ports of Eastern United 
States. 

Alternatively, he sald, if she 
went to New York there was the 
probability thot members of the 
crew would be assaulted by Naw 
York strikers. 

There were reports, without 
confirmation, . that a cable had 
been received from New York 
threatening physical reprisals to 
the crew if thé blg ship sailed, 

Mr. A.S. ‘Balding, Cunard 
monager here, told the men the 
company was worrled about the 
possibility of injury to the crew 
or ship if the liner went to’ New 
York. He assured them = extra 
guards- had. been ‘arranged. 

The men who walked off in- 
clued stewards, members of the 
engine room crew and of the 
kitchen staff. 

The Queen Elizabeth hod al- 
ready been held in Southampton 
for three days past her planned 
sailing because of the New York 
strike. 

‘ Booked to. capacity, ner 
failure to eall*caused a flood of 
applications to trane-atlantlo 
airlinors for pacsage, Tho 
- American Overseas Alrtines re- 
ported thoy were receiving an 
application a minute and other 
Airlines sald tholr backlog ex- 
tonded far into December.

U.S. Towns

Chicago, November 19. 

The season’s worst snow- 
storm swirled across the States 
today, crippling rail and high- 
way travel, tearing down com- 
munications and isolating more 
than 100 towns. 

At least eight deaths were at- 
tributed to the weather, includ- 
ing accidents on the icy “high- 
ways. . . 

Winds of 70-mph lashed an 
aren of 85 miles, ocross North 
Eastern Nebraska ‘into North 
Western Iowa and South Western 
Minnesota. The mercury drop- 
ped below zero in some places. 

Bilnding snow driven by high 
winds fanned out over Kansas 
and as far South as Lubbock, 
Texas, 

The Mid-West, where rain fell 
heavily, braced for a blow. Wea- 
ther forecasters withdrew pre- 
dictions of an Eastern blizzard, 
but .sald temperatures would 
drop 10-15 degrees In the storm’s 
path. :

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PROGRAMME MUSIC 


PROGRAMME music, if not an entire 

misnomer, is probably not an ade 
quate description of music which pro- 
fessedly- “tells a‘stery.” For a com- 
poser to claim that his music ilus- 
trates a- story, he or she must epen 
themselves to broadsides of comments 
from the critics. Strauss’s “Till Eules- 
pengal,” for example, illustrates musi- 
cally the merry pranks of an imagin- 
ary scamp whose escapades caused 
both alarm and dismay. I wonder 
however, if the programme were de- 


‘yoid of any bibliographical notes. 


would the music speak for itself? 

The, point that therefore arises is— 
how far can music tell a story of its 
own, when divorced from the written 
word which supplies the key to its 
meaning?) An in‘eresting yet baffling 
background for exploration is opened 
up. To a large extent, the answer 
must necessarily depend on the lis- 


music and innate sense of musician- 
ship. Even the most disinterested, 
however, could net claim to misunder- 
stand the noble blare of ‘trumpets. 
One can scarcely imagine, say, Pon- 
chielli's “Dance of the Hours” to be 
music descriptive of a-“Storm at Sea,” 
to take a hackneyed and -well wom 
illustration. Or again, can Chopin’s 
‘Funeral March” bei mistaken for 
other than what -it {s, or Wagner’s 
“Fire Music” from “Die Walkyrie"? 
Within certain definite Hmits, which 
speak obviously for themselves, music 
can, then, be self-descriptive. 
s 2 & * ‘ 7 

BUT when approaching the wider 

fields of descriptive or programme 
music, different principles must apply. 
Take, let us say, Mendlessohn's “Fin- 
gal’s Cave” Overture as an example, 
or better“ perhaps, one of the earliest 
known pieces of descriptive music— 
the masque, “Venus and Adonis." Dr. 
John Blow, organist of Westminster 
Abbey and tutor of Purcell, wrote this 
Masque before he had at his disposal 
anything like the variety of instru- 
ments which comprise the modern, or- 
chestra. Strings mostly achieve his 
desired effects, and it is a matter for 
wonder then that this music is so self- 
expressive of- the scenes it professes to 
depict. 7 

‘This Masque was written in about 
1690 (I am open to correction as to 
the exact year) and for then exactly 50 
years, pictorial music was impeded by 
the slow development of the orchestra. 
As an exception to this general state- 
ment, there must not be forgotten ‘the 
picture painted by Beethoven in his 


Pastoral Symphony. Whilst this lat-. 
ter: music is not professedly pro- . 


gramme music, it is nevertheless des- 
eriptive and therefore falls within the 
gambit of these notes. 
s 

ZT was the composer whose works 

gave the initial impetus to pro- 
gramme-music, from which stage it 
progressed through the art of Wagner, 
Berlicz,-Bizet, Bax and latterly Holst 
and Sibelius. Dr. Colles says of Liszt’s 
Symphonic Poems “his intention was 
to produce a musical paraphrase of the 
thought, feeling, and colour of the 
poem.” In other words, Liszt endea- 
voured to produce in music the senti- 
menis expressed by a poet in ‘words

CAME THE LIGHT 


‘NEW LAMPS FOR OLD’ in the series 
of feature programmes ‘They Found 
the Secret’ is the story of William 
Murdoch, the Scottish inventor of 
gas-lighting. It can be heard inthe 
Eastern Service on jTuesday at 10.30 
p.m. William Murdoch was born in 
Ayrshire in 1754, and came to Birm- 
ingham to join the firm of Boulton 
and Watt. It was while working as 
their branch manager in Cornwall that 
he first tried out in his own lodgings 
in Redruth his idea for lighting a 
chouse by gas, When Boulton and 
“ Watt refused to take out a patent for 
his invention he was so disgusted that 
he left the firm and retumed to Scot~ 
land, but -a year later he accepted 
their invitation to return cs manager 
. of the famous Soho Foundry. From 
the first public demonstration of gas- 
lighting at the Soho Works, held to 
celebrate the Treaty of Amiens in 
1802, Murdoch's invéntion developed 
into the huge industry which was 
nationalised in Britain this year. 

The fame-of William Murdoch is not 
perhaps as widespread as it should be, 
for he was one of the world’s great 
inventors, William Murdoch was the 
sole inventor of gas-lighting. He con- 
ceived the first idea, made the first 
application, tested retorts of all mate- 
rials, shapes, and. sizes, tested every 
conceivable process of distillation, an- 
alysed a variety of substances, tried a 
great variety of pipes, fittings, and 
burners, and then manufactured the 
complete gas-making plant. The 
seript of ‘New Lamps “for Old’ has 
been written by Boswell Taylor, and 
is produced by Robin Whitwarth.

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MEN WITH A 
MISSION 


By Montague Smith 


On April 12, 1799, 25 men met in 
the Castle and Falcon Inn, Aldersgate 
st., London, and decided to form a 
Society for Missions to Africa and the 
East. 


Today the Church Missionary Se- 
ciety, which grew out of it, prepares, 
with a service at Westminster Abber 
aml a rally at the Albert Hall, te 
celebrate its third jubilee. 


True, the celebration is a little pre- 
mature in actual date, but the Society 
wants to get up steam, as it were. be- 
forehand, 


At present it 1s spending £500.00) 
a year on the work of more than 1,000 
missionaries abroad. It wants to be 
-able to raise that to £535,000, and lt 
raise a special Thanksgiving Fund of 
£100,000. 


These would indeed have seemed 
vast sums to the 25 pioneers, 16 of 
them clergymen, the rest mainly City 
business men, who were the first to 
start the Church of England on a fa- 
eign missionary crusade. . 


Simple Men, 


They met in strange times too, when 
many may have thought, as others may 
think now, that there was work at 
home for ail the missionaries. 


Napoleon in 1799 was menacing the 

_ known world, There was acute po- 

verty in Britain, dear bread and in- 

. dustrial unrest. Slavery was still ac~ 

cepted by the Government, as legal, 

and, indeed, a sort of natural process 
for Negroes. 


John Venn, who instigated the meet- 
ing, said: “We are of nu great count 
in. the world or the Church, brothers. 
We are plain men and simple, but 
Christ’s terrible choice has fallen on 
our weakness. We must do what we 
can.” : 

So the work began, and the story of 
its later development is told in sn 
“Adventure in Faith," published today 
by the C.M.S. (price 2s. 6d.) as a re- 
cord of its 150 years. 

The heads of the Church, if they 
did not actually frown on the new 
evangelism, were decidedly dubious 
about it. ‘ 

Missionaries were hard to find too. 

- The first of them, sent out by the So- 
ciety to West Africa. were Germans. 
and it took them seven months on the 
journey by sailing ship from Liverpoo! 
to Sierra Leone. 


Heroic Women . 


Not ‘until 1801 did the Society have 
its first offer of service from an Eng- 
lish candidate. Not until 1885 wer 
wwomen accepted as missionaries, though 
many had . long before shared their 
husbands’ heroic lives—and deaths— 
jn the missionary service. 


Missionaries are still hard to find 
today, when abou: two-thirds of them 
are women. For the missionary of to- 
day has need to be more than a bible 
preacher. Medical and educational 
qualifications are necessary as well. 

In India there is one qualified na- 
tive doctor for every 10,000 people. 
China, with 450,000,000 people, has 
fewer doctors than has Londen. so 


the Society’s medical missionaries have © 


ample work to do. . 

At the time ef the repeal of the Corn 
Laws the first missionaries were being 
gent to China, which for long was an 
unfruitful field. 

What af today? As the preface to 
this record says: “Today we face na- 
tionalism, secularism, threats to funda- 
mental human rights _which would 
have amazed our forefathers. Our 
age calls for an Adventure in Faith.”

As my plane gradually lost al- 
‘tude, circling gracefully over 
the rugged ennyon-cut mountains,

the earth; for Sodom fs 1,300 fect 
below sea level. 


Twentieth century Sodom is 
not only a military outpost, it Is 
niso all that remains standing of 
the £1,000,000 worth of British— 
owned Palestine potash Dead Sea 
concession plant—u cluster of 
relnforeed concrete and wooden 
huts at the foot of Jebel Lot 
where, according to desert Be- 
douin folk lore, Lot's wife turned 
into a pillar of salt. The Jebel, 
six miles long and made of pure 
white sali, gleams in the sun, and 
looked at from a distance resem- 
bles a shining glacier. 

The settlement nestles deep in 
naturally fortified terrain between 
impassable . mosquito - Infested 
swamps, quicksand and man-built’

A lecture on “Chincso Paint- 
ng” was piven to students of 
he Wah Yan College on Fri« 
lay evening by Mr. Lau 
iXwan-yam, well-known Can- 
conese artist. ’ 


Mr, Luu illustrated jis lecture 
with a number of paintings ond |, 
ing polled two pictures. for the 
students in the course of the 
evening. 


The leclure was interspersed 
with humourous eximptes of 
dimMeulties which confront 
budding artist. 


After deating briefy with the 
history of Chinese painting, Mr. 
Lau pointed gut certain rules 
which must be take into con- 
atderntion when judging a paint- 
ing. 

“He said that while composition, 
colouring, form and strength of 
line had thelr phice, two other 
volnts were of Importance, names 
ly, the expression of the artist's 
mood and the effort to capture the 
inost Hnportant characteristics of 
bin subject. 

Mr. Lau stressed the fact that 
mere slavish imitation, no matter 
how perfectly uccomplished, 
would not produce a great palnt- 
ing, A photograph, he sold, could 
do this just os adequately, 

Dealing, with Europenn art, Mr, 
Lau sald that for a long thme it 
was pre-occupled with form, but 
the modern tendency umong 
Eurypeans was to lay more stress 
upon the expression of the mood 
of the artist, sometimes at the exe 
pense of form, and in this they 
were nppronching more closely to 
the Chinese Idea of painting. 

Mr, Lau then went on to deal 
with oan artists tralning and 
showed the students something of 
the technique of Chinese painting. 

Finally, the students had the 
inleresting experience of watching 
Mr, Lau paint two pictures, one 
of which he presented-io the 
Headnwster of the College, The 
Very Rev, Fr, A, Cooney. 

Fr, Cooney, in thanking the lec- 
turer, reminded the boys that wis 
war one of a series of lectures 
aimed to increase appreciation of 
those cultural activities which 
could not be dealt with slreetly 
in the class-room.
